Currently, Sheriff's 
officials believe Juarez is 
attempting to flee the country, 
since he is a registered alien 
and a native of Mexico.He 
should be considered armed 
and dangerous.

Florida farmers take to the 
airwaves to fight NAFTA 


At a press conference Mon- 
day in Tallahassee, a coalition 
of agricultural groups unveiled 
а 30-second television ad aimed 
at warning the public of the 
dangers of the proposed free 
trade agreement between the 
United States, Mexico and 
Canada. 

The coalition, which is calling 


~ itself DUMP NAFTA (Defeat 


Unfair Mexican Pact), has a 
grassroots fundraising drive 
underway to air the spot on 
television stations statewide. 
The spot will begin airing this 
week during evening news 
shows and prime time news 
programs. 

The agricultural leaders also 
said tliey will send copies of the 
spot to members of the Florida 
Congressional delegation, other 
key congressmen, President 
Clinton and Trade Ambassador 
Mickey. Kantor. 

"This spot has a simple mes- 
sage: NAFTA threatens our 
food secürity. It will make us 
dependent on a foreign country 
for a vital part of our food sup- 
ply for the first time in our 
nation's history," Florida Agri- 
culture Commissioner Bob 
Crawford said. "That's bad pub- 
lic policy." 

Mike Stuart, executive vice 
president of the Florida Fruit 
and Vegetable Association said

the E. aims to let the 
public know that NAFTA will 
have a real impact on their 
lives and on the lives of Florida 
farmers and others who depend 
on agriculture for their liveli- 
hood. 

The DUMP NAFTA coalition 
brings together fresh fruit and 
vegetable, citrus, sugar and 
peafiut growers, as well as oth- 
ers associated with agriculture, 
including farmworkers, food 
packers, processors and trans- 
porters. However, Stuart said 
the coalition also will welcome 
support from labor, environ- 
mental and other groups that 
are concerned abut the passage 
of NAFTA. 

Florida produces 50 percent 
of the nation's supply of fresh 
fruits and vegetables in the 
wintertime. Mexico, which as a 
nearly identical growing sea- 
son, is Florida's major competi- 
tor. 

If the NAFTA agreement is 
adopted in its current form, 
modest tariffs on imported 
Mexican produce would be 
eliminated. Since Mexican 


- farmers have the advantage of 


free or subsidized land, child 
labor, no minimum wage or 
workers' compensation require- 
ments, and lax enforcement of 
sanitation and food safety laws, 
they would enjoy a significant. 


competitive advantage, Craw- 
ford said. 

With tariffs on many Florida 
commodities -- including 
oranges, tomatoes and water- 
melons - removed immediately 
on phased out, the agricultural 
leaders predict that Florida 
will lose a third of its $6 billion 
industry and 50,000 jobs. 

Plus, growers say, produce 
grown in Mexico may not be as 
fresh, safe and wholesome as 
Florida produce. They say Mex- 
ican growers may use pesti- 
cides that are banned in the 
United States and rivers flow- 
ing through agricultural 
regions are often contaminated 
with raw sewage. 

Crawford said poor sanitation 
conditions in Mexico increase 
the chances of foodborne illness 
from E. coli, especially since 
the United States Department. 
of Agriculture currently tests 
only one percent of food 
imports from Mexico for 
pathogens and pesticide 
residues. i 

Crawford said. the existing 
competition between Florida 
and Mexico also helps to keep 
food prices low. If Florida is 
pushed out of the market and 
Mexico, has. à monopoly, prices 
may rise, Crawford said.

Lewis announces opposition to NAFTA “ 


Congressman Tom Lewis met 
the signing of the supplemental 
accords to the North American 
Free Trade Agreement (NAF- 
ТА) with strong opposition 
recently. 

In a signal of his disapproval 
of the agreement and commit- 
ment to work for its defeat, 
Congressman Lewis announced 
that he has joined the 35 mem- 
ber bipartisan "Anti-NAFTA" 
Caucus in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

"I have continually stated 
that if the concerns of Florida 
agriculture are not addressed I 
will not only oppose the agree- 


ment, but I will work to defeat. 
it," said Lewis. "This is exactly 
what I plan to do. The Adminis- 
tration continually paid lip ser- 


- vice to the very real concerns of 


Florida agriculture, failing to 
recognize the gravity of the sit- 
uation. This has left'me with no 
other course but to actively 
oppose the agreement." 

Аз the senior member of the 
Florida Congressional Delega- 
tion serving on the House Agri- 
culture Committee, Lewis has 
pledged to lead the efforts to 
oppose NAFTA based on its 
negative impact on Florida 
agriculture. 

Lewis' plans include main- 
taining a strong coalition of 
"no" votes among thé 23 mem- 
ber Florida Delegation. 

Citing the $16 billion econom- 
ic impact of Florida agriculture 
on the state's economy, Lewis 
viewed the negotiations of the 
supplemental agreements as a 
window of opportunity to 
address the concerns of Florida 
agriculture. 

He took the initiative by host- 


ing several meetings with the 
United States Trade Represen- 
tative, the Florida Congression- 
al Delegation and members of 
the agriculture in attempting to 
remedy these problems.

Our government does not need to be reinvent- 
ed, it needs to be slashed. I have proposed a bi- & 
partisan Spending Cuts Commission, designed 
along the lines of the Base Closure Commission, 
to cut government spending. If Congress fails to 
do its job, the Commission would put together a 
package to cuts -- I recommend at least $65 bil- 
lion a year — that Congress would be forced vd 
vote on without amendment.
